1 . GA PLENARY - DECOLONIZATION, MIDDLE EAST 

THE GA CONTINUED DEBATE DEC. 2 ON THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
OF 24 ON DECOLONIZATION, HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPRESENTATIVES 
OF UKRAINE, BULGARIA, CHINA, UK AND BYELORUSSIA. IT ALSO 
BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF THE MIDDLE EAST ITEM, WITH STATEMENTS 
BY REPRESENTATIVES OF EGYPT, SYRIA, ISRAEL, YUGOSLAVIA, 

KUWAIT AND INDIA. THE US REPLIED TO THE NOV. 30 SOVIET 
STATEMENT, AND THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE RESPONDED. 

LUDKIVSKY (UKRAINE) DECLARED THAT THE IMPERIALIST COUNTRIES 
WERE TRYING TO FORCE PATRIOTS TO GIVE UP THEIR ARMED STRUGGLE 
AND ENTER INTO ENDLESS DIALOGUE WITH SMITH. THE FACT THAT UN 
MEMBERS HAD NOT STRICTLY IMPLEMENTED UN RESOLUTIONS, 

SUCH AS THOSE ON EMBARGOES, INDICATED THAT SOME WANTED TO 
PRESERVE SOUTHERN AFRICA AS A RESOURCE-SUPPLYING AND MARKET 
PLACE. GARVALOV (BULGARIA) REFERRED TO THE EXPRESSION OF 
REGRET BY THE COMMITTEE OF 24 ABOUT THE TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL S 
DECISION NOT TO COMMUNICATE WITH THE COMMITTEE OF 24 ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC. 

AN CHIH-YUAN (CHINA) SAID IT WAS IMPERATIVE FOR THE AFRICAN 
PEOPLE AND THE PEOPLE OF THE WORLD TO LINK CLOSELY THE 
STRUGGLES OF RACISM, COLONIALISM AND IMPERIALISM WITH THOSE 
AGAINST THE SUPERPOWERS, PARTICULARLY SOCIAL-IMPERIALISM. 

HE CHARGED THAT THE TWO SUPERPOWERS WERE STEPPING UP THEIR 
RIVALRY IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND THAT ONE SUPERPOWER CONSTANTLY 
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CHANGED ITS TACTICS IN AN ATTEMPT TO PROTECT ITS HUGE VESTED 
INTERESTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. THE OTHER SUPERPOWER HAD 
SINGLEHANDEDLY PROVOKED A CIVIL WAR IN ANGOLA AND WAS 
STEPPING UP ITS FRENZIED EXPANSION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA UNDER 
THE MULTIFARIOUS SIGNBOARD OF "MILITARY ASSISTANCE" AND 
"ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE." HE STRESSED THAT ARMED STRUGGLE WAS 
THE BASIC MEANS TO ACHIEVE NATIONAL LIBERATION. 

THOMAS (UK), WHO EMPHASIZED THE FUNDAMENTAL IMPORTANCE OF THE 
RHODESIAN QUESTION TO THE UK. SAID "A MEASURE OF PROGRESS" 

HAD BEEN ACHIEVED IN GENEVA AND DISCUSSIONS WERE NOW UNDERWAY 
ON THE "HEART OF THE MATTER": ARRANGEMENTS FOR A TRANSITION 
TO MAJORITY RULE. THERE WAS NO SUBSTITUTE FOR AN AGREEMENT 
THRESHED OUT THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS BY THE RHODESIANS 
THEMSELVES, BLACK AND WHITE. SPEAKING OF SMALL TERRITORIES, 
THOMAS NOTED THAT THE ELECTED GOVERNMENT OF BERMUDA WOULD 
SOON ISSUE A DOCUMENT ON THE QUESTION OF INDEPENDENCE AND THE 
UK WOULD STUDY IT. NIKULIN (BYELORUSSIA) RECALLED THAT THE 
DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION WAS A SOVIET INITIATIVE, AND STRESSED 
THAT THE UN MUST ACTIVATE EFFORTS TO PREVENT TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS FROM IMPEDING DECOLONICATION. 

SOBER (US), REPLIED TO THE NOV. 30 SOVIET STATEMENT WHICH 
WAS "AS INACCURATE AS IT WAS OFFENSIVE." HE THEN GAVE THE 
BACKGROUND OF THE ESTABLISHMENT UNDER THE UN CHARTER OF 
MICRONESIA AS A STRATEGIC TRUST TERRITORY - THE ONLY ONE 
OF ITS KIND. HE BELIEVED THE SOVIET STATEMENT REFLECTED 
SOVEIT EMBARRASSMENT OVER THE RECENT COMMITTEE 3 DEBATE ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS, ADDING IT HAD EVERY REASON TO BE EMBARRASSED 
ABOUT ITS HUMAN RIGHTS RECORD. AFTER STATING THE US WAS NOT 
A COLONIAL NATION, SOBER SAID NO POWER IN HISTORY HAD SHOWN 
A "MORE RAVENOUS APPETITE" FOR FOREIGN TERRITORY THAN THE 
SOVIET UNION. THE US HAD WITHDRAWN FROM VAROUS PACIFIC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ISLANDS WHICH IT HAD OCCUPIED AS A RESULT OF WORLD WAR 
II OPERATIONS. BUT IN 1940 THE SOVIET UNION TOOKD BY 
MILITARY FORCE THE BALTIC STATES - ITS NEIGHBORING STATES OF LATVIA, 
LITHUANIA AND ESTHONIA. THE SOVIET UNION STILL HELD THOSE 
NATIONS "IN ITS GRIP" AND DENIED THEM BASIC HUMAN RIGHTS, 

INCLUDING THE RIGHT TO RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. DID THE SOVIET UNION 
INTEND TO HOLD THOSE FORMERLY INDEPENDENT COUNTRIES 
FOREVERMORE? HE ASKED. OR, WOULD "THE LONG FINGER OF HISTORY" 
CALL THE SOVIET UNION TO ACCOUNT ONE OF THESE DAYS? (USUN 5853) 

KHARLAMOV (USSR), STATING "IGNORANCE WAS NOT GOOD PROOF" 

EVEN WHEN EXPRESSED BY USDEL, COMMENTED THAT IF THE US REP 
WAS NOT AWARE OF THE HISTORY OF THE BALTIC PEOPLES HE SHOULD 
READ SOME PAMPHLETS ON THE SUBJECT. HE ADDED THAT HE 
WOULD NOT MAKE A REPLY ON A SUBJECT WHICH WAS ONLY 
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RELEVANT TO THE SOVIET PEOPLE. ON THE SUBJECT OF 
MICRONESIA, IT WAS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER THAT 
THOSE COLONIES SHOULD ACHIEVE SOVEREIGNTY AND NOT BECOME 
PART OF ANOTHER STATE. TO TAKE THE QUESTION OFF THE AGENDA. 

OR INSERT IT. WAS SOMETHING ONLY THE GA OR THE SC COULD DO. 
KHARLAMOV NOTED THAT PARA 5 OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24'S REPORT 
OBSERVED THAT IN THE JULY 8, 1975 PLEBISCITE THE MAJORITY OF 
THE PEOPLE HAD SUPPORTED THE PRESERVATION OF TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY. THE SOVIET UNION HAD NO OTHER AIM IN AFRICA 
THAN TO ASSIST THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS AND WOULD CONTINUE 
THAT POLICY IRRESPECTIVE OF WHAT WAS SAID BY OTHERS, HE 
CONCLUDED. (REPEATED INFO LONDON, PRETORIA) 

- MIDDLE EAST 

MEGUID (EGYPT) PREVIEWED DRAFT RES ON GENEVA CONFERENCE BY 
CALLING ON GA TO REQUEST IMMEDIATE RESUMPTION OF UN PEACE 
CONFERENCE ON ME WITH PARTICIPATION OF ALL PARTIES CONCERNED, 
INCLUDING PLO. HE CONSIDERED IT IMPERATIVE THAT SC MEET 
"IN DUE TIME" TO FOLLOW UP ON PEACE EFFORT AND FOR SYG TO 
CONTACT PARTIES AND REPORT TO SC AND GA. HE MENTIONED TWO 
CO-CHAIRMEN, USSR/US. AND THOUGHT US SHOULD EXERT 
INFLUENCE ON ISRAEL TO STOP "OBSTRUCTIVE TACTICS." EGYPT 
WAS WORKING TOWARD PEACE BUT IF ISRAEL CONTINUED PRO- 
CRASTINATION, EGYPT AND ARABS WOULD PROCEED TO LIBERATE 
TERRITORIES AND RECOVER RIGHTS. 
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SYRIA (ALLAF) REHASHED ACCUSATIONS AGAINST ISRAEL CITING 
CENSUS REPORTS OVER FORTY YEARS WHICH IMPLY JEWISH SATURATEION 
OF AREA. HE WARNED ISRAEL AGAINST MISINTERPRETATION 
OF SYRIAN SUPPORT FOR EXTENSION OF UNDOF. 

ISRAEL (HERZOG) REPEATED THEME ON WASTE OF UN TIME ON 
"BARREN SHOUTING MATCH." HE MENTIONED COST OF CONCENTRATION 
OF POLITICAL ATTACK ON ISRAEL. AND NOTED THAT OIL- 
PRODUCING ARAB COUNTRIES CONTRIBUTED LESS THAN 1 PER CENT 
OF UN BUDGET. HE SPOKE EXTENSIVELY ON CONVENING A HELSINKI 
TYPE CONFERENCE ON ME AND OBSERVED THAT SADAT HAD DECLARED 
READINESS FOR GENEVA CONFERENCE. "ISRAEL IS WILLING TO 
NEGOTIATE BOUNDARIES DIFFERENT FROM EXISTING ONES, 

SHORT OF SQUANDERING AWAY OUR DEFENSE," HE ASSERTED.

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) PRESENTED STANDARD POSITION AGAINST ISRAEL 
BUT LATER REMARKED THAT ISRAELI REFERENCE TO TWO SC RESES ALSO 
IMPLIED PLO MUST PARTICIPATE IN NEGOTIATIONS. HE CALLED FOR 
SETTLEMENT BASED ON PREVIOUSLY MENTIONED ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL 
FROM TERRITORIES, RECOGNITION OF PALESTINIAN RIGHTS, AND 
APPROPRIATE GUARANTEES FOR ALL STATES IN REGION. 

IN STRONG STATEMENT, BISHARA (KUWAIT) COUNTERED ISRAEL'S 
CHARGE OF WASTE CLAIMING THAT IF GA DEVOTED NINETY PER CENT 
OF WORK TO PAKESTINE ISSUE,THAT WOULD NOT COMMENSURATE 
SUFFERING OF PALESTINIANS AND OTHER ARABS. HE REPEATED 
BASIC ATTACKS CHARGING THAT ISRAEL'S BASIC TACTIC IS TO 
WEKEN WORLD OPPOSITION THROUGH PASSAGE OF TIME AND "CREEPING 
ANNEXATION." HE REMINDED THAT LAND BARRIERS HAVE LOST 
MEANING IN MODERN AGE OF TECHNOLOGY. MATHIAS (INDIA) CALLED 
ME SITUATION FUNDAMENTALLY UNTENABLE AND UNSTABLE; AN 
EVER-PRESENT THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE. SC RESES PROVIDE 
BASIS FOR NEGOTIATION WITH ALL PARTIES REPRESENTED 
INCLUDING PLO. 

2. COMMITTEE 1 - DISARMAMENT RESOLUTIONS 

THE PROPOSAL TO CONVENE A SPECIAL GA SESSION DEVOTED TO 
DISARMAMENT IN MAY/JUNE 1978, WITH ARRANGEMENTS TO BE 
UNDERTAKEN BY A 54-NATION PREPARATORY COMMITTEE (L. 7/REV.2), 
WAS ADOPTED BY THE COMMITTEE DEC. 2 BY CONSENSUS. CHINA 
INDICATED IT DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE DECISION. THE 
COMMITTEE ALSO ADOPTED RESOLUTION ON SALT TALKS (L. 25) 

BY VOTE OF 99-10(US)-13. BY CONSENSUS IT APPROVED RESOLUTIONS 
RELATING TO: AD HOC COMMITTEE ON THE WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE (L. 29/REV. 1); REAFFIRMING CALL ON ALL STATES 
TO ABIDE BY OAU’S DECLARATION ON DENUCLEARIZATION 
OF AFRICA (L. 31); AND INCENDIARY ANDOTHER SPECIFIC 
CONVENTIONAL WAPONS WHICH MAY BE THE SUBJECT OF PROHIBITIONS 
OR RESTRICTIONS OF USE FOR HUMANITARIAN REASONS (L. 30). 
CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED THAT THE SOVIET DRAFT ON THE WORLD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE HAD BEEN WITHDRAWN IN LIGHT OF 
AGREEMENT ON THE NONALIGNED DRAFT. INDIAN MOTION TO ADJOURN 
CONSIDERATION OF THE JAPANESE DRAFT WHICH WOULD HAVE 
INITIATED A STUDY OF THE INTERNATIONAL TRANSFER OF 
CONVENTIONAL ARMS WAS APPROVED 51-32(US)-33. THE LIBERIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE, AT REQUEST OF CANADA WHICH FELT SOME 
DELEGATIONS WOULD HAVE DIFFICULTY OBTAINING INSTRUCTIONS IN 
THE AVAILABLE TIME, AGREED NOT TO SEEK A DECISION ON THE 
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LIBERIAN DRAFT PROPOSING THAT THE GA ISSUE A "DECLARATION 
OF A NEW PHILOSOPHY ON DISARMAMENT" (L. 28), BUT THE TEXT 
OF THE DRAFT DECLARATION IS TO BE CIRCULATED AS A GA 
DOCUMENT. ORAL AMENDMENTS WERE PRESENTED TO THE TWO DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS DEALING WITH ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION (ENMOD) 
TECHNIQUES. 

REGARDING THE SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT, CHINA SAID IT 
COULD NOT PRODUCE GENUINE RESULTS IN PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES; 
USSR AND GDR THOUGHT THE SPECIAL GA SHOULD BE VIEWED AS 
AN INTERIM MEASURE ON THE ROAD TO A WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. THOMPSON (US) SAID USDEL FAVORED SMALLER EXPRT 
GROUPS, VIEWED THE GOALS OF THE SPECIALSESSION AS VAGUE, BUT 
WAS HOPEFUL THAT IT WOULD MAKE A CONTRIIBUTION TO THE GOAL OF 
DISARMAMENT. 

IN EXPLANATIONS OF VOTES ON THE RESOLUTION RELATING TO 
INCENDIARY AND OTHER SPECIFIC CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS. USSR 
AND ITALY HAD RESERVATIONS. 

ON THE DENUCLEARIZATION OF AFRICA, UK WAS NOT AWARE AT THIS 
TIME THAT SOUTH AFRICA HAD ACQUIRED NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY; 
FRANCE REITERATED THAT IT WOULD BE ABSOLUTELY IMPOSSIBLE 
FOR SOUTH AFRICA TO ACQUIRE NUCLEAR WEAPON CAPACITY AS A 
RESULT OF THE NUCLEAR ELECTRICAL POWER STATION BEING 
CONSTRUCTED BY FRANCE; AND FRG STATED IT DID NOT PERMIT 
EXPORT TO SOUTH AFRICA OF NUCLEAR MATERIAL OR EQUIPMENT 
THAT MIGHT CONTRIBUTE TO INCREASE IN SOUTH AFRICA'S 
WEAPON CAPABILITIES. 

THE DRAFT RESOLUTION (L. 25) WHICH WOULD HAVE THE GA REGRET 
THE ABSENCE OF POSITIVE RESULTS IN THE US-USSR BILATERAL 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATION OF THEIR STRATEGIC NUCLEAR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WEAPON SYSTEMS, AND EXPRESS CONCERN "FOR THE VERY HIGH 
CEILINGS OFNUCLEAR ARMS SET FOR THEMSELVES BY BOTH STATES, 

FOR THE TOTAL ABSENCE OF QUANTITATIVE LIMITATIONS OF 
SUCH ARMS, AND FOR THE PROTRACTED TIMETABLE CONTEMPLATED FOR 
THE NEGOTIATION OF FURTHER LIMITATIONS AND POSSIBLE REDUCTION 
OF THEIR NUCLEAR ARSENALS," WAS ADOPTED 99-10(US, 

SOVIET BLOC)-13(BELGIUM, CUBA, FRANCE, FRG, GREECE, 

ISRAEL, ITALY, LAOS, MALAWI, NIGER, TURKEY, UGANDA, 

UK). ALTHOUGH THE SOVIET DELEGATION APPRECIATED THE 
INTEREST OF MANY DELEGATIONS IN THE SALT TALKS, ISSRAELYAN 
(USSR) STATED BEFORE THE VOTE THAT THE DRAFT GAVE A DISTORTED 
PICTURE OF THE RESULTS OF THE TALKS AND REPRESENTED INTERFERENCE 
IN THEM, AND HIS DELEGATION WOULD VOTE AGAINST THE RESOLUTION. 
BLACK SAID USG WORKED SERIOUSLY TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE EARLY 
ACHIEVEMENT OF A SALT II AGREEMENT, BUT WOULD VOTE AGAINST 
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THE DRAFT BECAUSE OF ITS STRONG WORDING AND SERIOUS 
MISREPRESENTATION OF THE FACTS. NETHERLANDS WOULD VOTE FOR 
THE DRAFT, BUT WITH "STRONG RESERVATIONS." AFTER THE VOTE, 
CANADA, FINLAND, DENMARK AND AUSTRALIA ALSO EXPRESSED 
SERIOUS RESERVATIONS, BUT SAID THEY HAD VOTED FOR THE 
RESOLUTION BECAUSE OF THE IMPORTANCE OF THE LIMITATION OF 
STRATEGIC ARMS. ALBANIA DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN THE VOTE 
BECAUSE THE SALT TALKS WERE A SUPERPOWER ATTEMPT TO COVER 
UP THEIR ARMS RACE. RIOS (PANAMA) APPEALED TO THE GREAT 
POWERS TO GET DOWN TO SERIOUS WORK. 

RESOLUTION (L. 29/REV. 1) REQUESTING THE AD HOC COMMITTEE 
ON THE WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE (WDC) TO MAINTAIN CLOSE 
CONTACT WITH THE REPRESENTATIVES OF STATES POSSESSING 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN ORDER TO KEEP CURRENTLY INFORMED OF 
THEIR RESPECTIVE ATTITUDES AND REPORT TO THE 32ND GA WAS 
APPROVED BY CONSENSUS. ALSO APPROVED BY CONSENSUS WAS THE 
RESOLUTION (L. 9) ASKING THE WDC AD HOC COMMITTEE TO PREPARE 
A REPORT CONTAINING OBSERVATIONS AND PROPOSALS ON ALL 
ASPECTS OF A WDC IN ORDER TO FACILITATE A DISCUSSION OF THE 
QUESTION AT A SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT.

SPEAKING ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION CONCERNING THE 
INTERNATIONAL TRANSFER OF CONVENTIONAL ARMS (L. 20), OGISO 
(JAPAN), ON BEHALF COSPONSORS, SAID THEY HAD CAREFULLY 
STUDIED THE PAKISTANI 

AMENDMENTS AND HAD DECIDED TO MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES. 

WITH THOSE REVISIONS, HE HOPED THE PAKISTANI REP WOULD 
NOT PRESS FOR A VOTE ON HIS AMENDMENTS. AHMAD KHAN 
PAKISTAN) WAS GRATIFIED BY THE CHANGES, THOUGHT THEY 
DID NOT MEET FULLY HIS DELEGATION S POINT OF VIEW. NONETHELESS, 
HE WOULD NOT PRESS HIS AMENDMENTS TO A VOTE. MISHRA 
(INDIA) THEN PROPOSED THAT THE DEBATE ON THE DRAFT BE 
ADJOURNED IN ACCORDANCE WITH RULE 1 16. OGISO THOUGHT 
THE VOTING PROCEDURE AHD STARTED, BUT THE CHAIRMAN DIS- 
AGREED. BRAZIL AND CONGO SUPORTED INDIA’S PROPOSAL, 

AND THE CONGO STATED THE DRAFT DID NOT TAKE INTO ACCOUNT 
THE CONCERNS OF AFRICANS WITH REGARD TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 
TAN (SINGAPORE), SUPPORTED BY HAMON (NIGERIA), APPEALED 
TO SMALL NATIONS TO REJECT THE CALL FOR POSTPONEMENT. THE 
INDIAN MOTION TO ADJOURN DEBATE ON THE ITEM WAS APPROVED, 
51-32(US-0-33. 

PASTINEN (FINLAND) INTRODUCED A REVISED DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
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ENMOD (L. 5/REV. 2). MARIN BOSCH (MEXICO), AFTER STATING 
THAT THE DRAFT CONVENTION HAD NOT BEEN "COMPLETED" 

BY CCD. REPORTED THE COSPONSORS OF THE MEXICAN TEXT (L.4) 

WERE MODIFYING THEIR TEXT, TO EFFECT THE CONVENTION WOULD 
BE TRANSMITTED TO MEMBER STATES FOR THEIR COMMENTS, 

RATHER THAN RETURNED T CCD, AND THE SYG WOULD CIRCULATE IT 
TO MEMBER STATES AND REPORT ON THE REPLIES RECEIVED. HE 
ASKED THAT THE COMMITTEE PRONOUNCE ITSELF ON THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS IN THEIR ORDER OF PRESENTATION. CLARK (NIGERIA) 
PROPOSED SOME AMENDMENTS TO THE FINNISH DRAFT. INCLUDING 
REFERRING THE DRAFT CONVENTION TO ALL STATES "FOR THEIR CON- 
SIDERATION, SIGNATURE AND RATIFICATON, " APPEALED TO THE 
CONSPONSORS TO ACCEPT THEM, AND APPEALED TO THE SPNSORS 
OF THE MEXICAN TEXT NOT TO INSIST ON A "SHOWDOWN" 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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VOTE ON THEIR DRAFT. PASTININ SAID THE COSPONSORS AUTH- 
ORIZED HIM TO ACCPET THE AMENDMENTS IN THE SPIRIT OF COOPER- 
ATION. TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO HOPED ACTION COULD BE DEFERRED 
IN LIGHT OF NEW PROPOSALS. 

3. SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE - ADOPTION OF RESOLUTIONS

(ISRAEL, NICARAGUA). THIRD L.ll INVOLVING CONTINUED INVEST- 
IGATION OF ISRAEL'S TERRITORIAL POLICIES, RECEIVED 84-3 
(ISRAEL, NICARAGUA, US)-22(EX-9 EXCEPT LUXEMBOURG, AUSTRALIA. 
AUSTRIA, CANADA, COLOMBIA. COSTA RICA. IRELAND, JAPAN 
LIBERIA, MALAWI, NEW ZEALAND, NORWAY, SWEDEN, URUGUAY, 

AND VENEZUELA). LAST, L.12 CONDEMNING DESTRUCTION OF 
QUNEITRA, PASSED BY 81-2(ISRAEL, NICARAGUA)-26(SAME AS L.l 1 
ABSENTIONS ADDING ECUADOR, FINLAND, PORTUGAL, AND US). 

IN EXPLANATION, AMB. SHERER (US) REMINDED THAT UN WAS NOT GAME 
IN WHICH VICTORY CORRESPONDS TO TALLIES OF CONDEMNATIONS. US 
TOOK STRONG EXCEPTION TO MANNER L.9 DRAFT WAS CHANGED FROM 
SC CONSENSUS RES. L.ll NEEDED MORE BALANCED INVESTIGATION, 

AND L.12 WAS NOT ITEM FOR SPC JUDGEMENT. DRAFT L.10 HOWEVER. 

HELD POSITION LONG SUPPORTED BY US. (USUN 5855) ISRAEL CHARGED 
L.12 DRAFT WAS XFOUNDED ON DECEIT AND STATED SYRIAN COM- 
PENSATION CLAIM WAS DEVOID OF DOUNDATION. CANADA SUPPORTED 
L.9 BECAUSE SETTLEMENTS RASIED QUESTIONS RE ISRAEL'S 
FUTURE INTENTIONS TAKEN SINCE 1967. COLOMBIA ABSTAINED 
ON L.9, L.l 1 AND L.12, EXPLAINING WHILE ISRAEL WAS NOT 
ABSOLVED OF ME RESPONSIBILITY. OTHER STATES 
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SHARE IT ALSO. COSTA RICA COULD NOT SUPPORT L.9, L.l 1, 

L.12 DRAFTS BECAUSE OF BIAS AND LEGAL IMPLICATIONS. IT 
FAVORED L.10 BUT FELT ISRAEL'S LACK OF COMPLIANCE WITH GENEVA 
ACTS WAS NOT TOTAL. IAPAN OPPOSED ANNEXATION BUT DID NOT 
AGREE ON PRINCIPLES OF L.l 1 AND L.12. NETHERLANDS 
FOR EC-9 ALSO OPPOSED ISRAELI SETTLEMENT POLICY BUT HELD 
RESERVATIONS ON QUNEITRA DRAFT JUDGEMENTS.

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FINLAND FAVORED L.10 AND L. 1 1 WITH RESERVATIONS. 

CHILE SUPPORTED L.9 AND L.10 BASED ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS BUT 
DID NOT PARTICIPATE IN L. 1 1 AND L.12 VOTING BECAUSE THEY 
WERE INCOMPATIBLE WITH CHARTER PRINCIPLES. (USUN 5869) 

4. COMMITTEE 4 - NAMIBIA 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED CONSIDERATION OF NAMIBIAN DEC. 2, 
HAEARING STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF JORDAN, 
YUGOSLAVIA, CUBA, MALI, TANZANIA, ALBANIA, SUDAN, ICELAND, 
PERU, US, GREECEAND SYRIA. GOV SCRANTON TOLD 
THE COMMITTEE THE US WAS DEDICATED TO ENDING THE 
ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA AND BRINGING ABOUT MAJORITY 
RULE AND INDPEENDENCE. 

TANZANIAN REPRESENTATIVE (MWASEKAFYUKA) REFERRED TO 
THE US, UK AND FRENCH VETOES AND ALSO MENTIONED FRG 
COLLABORATION. HE SAID HE RECEIVED ALARMING REPORTS OF 
A PLAN BEING WORKED OUT IN ONE WESTERN CAPTIAL TO INSTALL 
A PUPPET REGIME IN NAMIBIA, AND THAT MILLIONS OF 
DOLLARS WERE BEING SPENT ON THE PLAN. HIS GOVERNMENT 
WAS INVESTIGATING THE REPORT, AND HE THREATENED THAT 
ANY PARTY THAT WISHED TO ESTABLISH A PUPPET REGIME IN 
NAMIBIA FACED VERY DANGEROUS CONSEQUENCES. AFRICANS 
WANTED INDEPENDENCE OF NAMIBIA UNDER SWAPO, INCLUDING 
WALVIS BAY, AND A PEACEFUL SOLUTION IS POSSIBLE. 

HE STATED CONCERN OVER INCREASING COOPERATION BETWEEN 
SOUTH AFRICAN AND SOME THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES, AND SAID 
THOSE COUNTRUES WERE CLEARLY STABBING AFRICAN IN THE BACK. 
TANZANIA HOPED BAROODY’S (SAUDI ARABIA) DRAFT 
RESOLUTION (L. 29) WOULD BE WITHDRAWN.

CHARGING THAT THE US IMPERIALISTS WERE DETERMINED TO PRESERVE THE 
RACIST DOMINATION IN NAMIBIA, AS IT WAS OR SLIGHTLY ALTERED SO AS 
TO USE THE AREA AS A STRONGHOLD FOR EXPANSION. RECENT 
DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS WERE ONLY ATTEMPTS TO PRESERVE US INFLUENCE. 
SOVIET IMPERIALISTS, MOREOVER, WERE ALSO TRYING TO STEP UP 
THEIR INFLUENCE. CUBA SUPPORTED SWAPO'S CONDITIONS FOR TALKS, 
DECLARED THE UN'S INABILITY TO CARRY OUT THE SC RESOLUTIONS 
RESTED WITH THE POWERS WHICH REFUSED TO ADOPT EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES, AND SUPPORTED A MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO AND ASSISTANCE 
FOR SWAPO. 

ICELAND (INGVARSSON ) WOULD SUPPORT CHAPTER VII MANDATORY ARMS 
EMBARGO. PERU (BENAVIDES), WHICH WAS CONCERNED ABOUT THE 
MISUSE OF THE VETO, NOTED PERU HAD $400,000 INPRIVATE TRADE 
WITH SOUTH AFRICA. GREECE THOUGHT FREE ELECTIONS WOULD BE 
A GREAT STEP FORWARD. SYRIA WOULD SUPPORT ANY RESOLUTION 
WHICH CONDEMNED SOUTH AFRICA, WHICH WOULD IMPOSE A COMPLETE 
EMBARGO.AND WHICH WOULD CALL FOR AID TO NATIONAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS. YUGOSLAVIA HOPED THE THREE WESTERN COUNTRIES WHICH 
EXERTED GREAT INFLUENCE ON SOUTH AFRICA WOULD TAKE NEW 
INITIATIVES TO COMPEL IT TO COMPLY WITH UN DECISIONS. 

MORDAN REJECTED THE ALLEGATION THAT NAMIBIA WOULD NOT BE 
ABLE TO PURSUE ITS OWN DEVELOPMENT UNLESS IT WAS LINKED 
ECONOMICALLY WITH SOUTH AFRICA. MALI, FAVORING CHAPTER VII 
MEASURES, SAID RECENT DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES TO SOLVE THE 
NAMIBIAN PROBLEM, WHICH MALI FOLLOWED WITH INTEREST, WERE DOOMED 
TO FAILURE IF THEY BECAME PART OF A POLICY OF MAJOR 
POWERS OR BLOCS. SUDAN MENTIONED THE VETO WHICHPREVENTED 
CARRYING OUT A PARTIAL EMBARGO. 

GOV SCRANTON OBSERVED THAT INDEPENDENCE AND MAJORITY RULE IN 
RHODESIA WERE CLOSER TODAY AS A RESULT OF UK AND US EFFORTS THAN 
WOULD HAVE BEEN EXPECTED AT THE BEGINNING OF THE YEAR. 

THE US WAS ALSO DEDICATED TO BRINGING ABOUT MAJORITY RULE 
AND INDEPENDENCE FOR NAMIBIA AS A SINGLE, UNITARY STATE, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND DIPLOMATIC CONSULTATIONS WERE CONTINUING. THE MAIN 
ELEMENTS OF A NEGOTIATED SOLUTION WERE: INDEPENDENCE FOR 
NAMIBIA WITHIN A FIXED SHORT TIME LIMIT; CALLING OF A 
CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE AT A NEUTRAL LOCATION UNDER UN AEGIS; 
AND PARTICIPATION IN THAT CONFERENCE OF ALL AUTHENTIC 
NATIONAL FORCES, INCLUDING SWAPO. HE TOLD THE COMMITTEE 
"THERE IS NOT A SHRED OF TRUTH" TO THE ALLEGATIONS THE 
US PLANNED TO CREATE AN ARMY IN NAMIBIA OR HAD ALREADY 
CHOSEN A CANDIDATE TO LEAD AN INDEPENDENT NAMIBIA. HE 
OUTLINED ASPECTS OF US POLICY ON NAMIBIA, LISTING US 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO VARIOUS UN PROGRAMS FOR NAMIBA, AND 
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NOTED THOSE REFLECTED THE IMPORTANCE THE US PLACED 
ON THE UN AS LEGITIIMATE AUTHORITY FOR NAMIBIA. (USUN 5863) 
(REPEATED INFO LIMA, LONDON,PRET ORIA) 

5. COMMITTEE 5 - SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS 

COMMITTEE S ENTIRE MEETING DEC. 2 WAS SPENT ON SCALE OF 
ASSESSMENTS, BUT NONEOF THE FOUR RESOLUTIONS WAS BROUGHT TO 
A VOTE. SEVERAL AMENDMENTS WERE PROPOSED, AND AS A 
RESULT FINAL DECISION WAS DELAYED AT LEAST UNTIL DEC. 3. 

CLOTURE MOTION BY ALGERIA WAS DEFEATED 40(OPEC COUNTRIES, SOME 
LDC'S)-48(US, MOST WEO'S, EE’S, FEW LDC’S)-25. 

CANADA INTRODUCED AN AMENDMENT TO NEPAL'S DRAFT RESOLUTION 
REQUESTING COMMITTEE ON CONTRIBUTIONS (C/C) TO STUDY WAYS OF 
INCREASING EQUITY OF SCALE AND TO REPORT TO 32ND GA. FRG 
PROPOSED AMENDING NEPAL'S DRAFT TO PROVIDE FOR EXPANSION OF 
C/C BY FIVE MEMBERS, ONE FROM EACH REGION. CANADA PROPOSED 
AMENDING OPEC DRAFT BY DELETING PARA WHICH WOULD MAINTAIN 
PRESENT SCALE FOR TWO YEARS AND REPLACING IT BY PROVISION 
THAT THE C/C SCALE BE PUT INTO EFFECT FOR TWO YEARS. FRG 
SUGGESTED AMENDING OPEC DRAFT TO PROVIDE FOR EXPANSION OF 
C/C BY ONE MEMBER FROM EACH REGION, AND THAT PARA 3 OF 
THAT DRAFT READ: "THE GAP BETWEEN INDIVIDUAL DEVELOPING 
AND DEVEOPED COUNTRIES SHOULD BE DULY TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT BY THE 
C/C." AFTER ALGERIA'S CLOTURE MOTION WAS REJECTED, GHANA 
LAMENTED DAMAGE THE ISSUE HAD DONE TO THE G-77. KENYA OPPOSED 
ANYTHING WHICH TAMPERED WITH THE C/C SCALE, COULD SUPPORT 
NEPAL'S DRAFT, AND APPEALED TO OPEC COSPONSORS TO DELETE 
FIRST OP PARA OF THEIR DRAFT SINCE THEY HAD MADE THEIR POINT. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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6. COMMITTEE 6 - DEBATE ON INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM 

ON DEC. 2 IN COMMITTEE 6, SAUDI ARABIA OPENED DEBATE ON INTER- 
NATIONAL TERRORISM AND ITS UNDERLYING CAUSES. BAROODY NOTED 
DISCUSSION ON HOSTAGE ITEM WHICH HE CONSIDERED SMALL PART OF 
TERRORIST PICTURE. HE DECLARED THAT "WE MUST GO TO ROOTS 
OF TERRORISM," AND COMMENTED THAT EVERY COUNTRY HAS SOCIAL 
INJUSTICES, REGARDLESS OF IDEOLOGY. TOO MANY "SMALL CAESARS 
AND NAPOLEONS" EXIST WHO ARE DRUNK WITH POWER. HE ALSO 
STATED RESES COULD NOT ABOLISH TERRORISM AND CITED YEARS 
OF DISARMAMENT DISCUSSION WITHOUT SUBSTANTIVE RESULTS. 

HE CONCLUDED SUGGESTING THAT COMMITTEE GIVE MORE SERIOUS 
CONSIDERATION TO ITEM NEXT YEAR AND CALLED FOR NEW 
ORDER BASED ON JUSTICE, NOT IDEOLOGY. COMMITTEE ADJOURNED 
FOR LACK OF SPEAKERS. YUGOSLAVIA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, CUBA, 

YEMEN, AND ISRAEL ARE LISTED TO ADDRESS DEC. 3RD SESSION. 
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7. ANGOLAN FOREIGN MINISTER'S PRESS CONFERENCE - 

ANGOLAN FOREIGN MINISTER DOS SANTOS, IN PRESS CONFERENCE AT UN 
DEC. 2, AID THE NATION IS BEING REBUILT; ECONOMIC EMPHASIS 
IS ON SUGAR AND COFFEE, AND THROUGH DEVOTION OF PEOPLE 
INDISTRY LEFT BY THE COLONIALISTS IS BEING REVIVED; THE 
GOVERNMENT IS FORCED TO NATIONALIZE COMPANIES IN FISHING, 
TEXTILES AND SUGAR; GREAT EMPHASIS IS BEING PUT ON 
SOLVING SOCIAL PROBLEMS AND GETTING SOME MILLION ANGOLANS 
ABROAD TO RETURN HOME (ANGOLANS IN NAMIBIA ARE TRAITORS). 

IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS, HE SAID ANGOLA CAN DEFEND ITSELF 
NOW;LENDS ALL SUPPORT TO THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA; NEEDS INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
TO SOLVE ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND WOULD NOT REFUSE AID FROM 
ANY COUNTRY AS LONG AS NO STRINGS ARE ATTACHED. HE CLAIMED 
THAT AT THIS POINT UNITA IS OUTSIDE ANGOLAN BORDERS, 

AND SAID THAT US AND EUROPEAN AGENCIES SHOULD BE CONDEMNED 

FOR HELPING UNITA. ASKED ABOUT THE VALUE OF CUBAN 

TROOP HELP TO ANGOLA, HE CIRCUMVENTED THE QUESTION 

BUT DID SAY THE SOVIET UNION AND CUBA HELPED IN VERY IMPORTANT 

WAY THOUGHT THE DETERMINING FACTOR HAD BEEN THE ANGOLAN 

PEOPLE THEMSELVES. ANGOLA SUPPORTED THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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ECONOMIC ORDER LONG AS DEVELOPING COUNTRIES REMAINED TOTALLY 
INDEPENDENT.
